WASHING TON—“We propose to show 
the huge field for the application of ex- 
pert management in American railroad 
operation and the rich fruit in economies 
and improved service which may be ex- 
pected to result, economies which have 
been estimated as aggregating in amount 
more than $1,000,000 a day. 3 

This was the keynote of the address 
of Louis D. Brandeis, spokesman for vast 
business interests, in protesting before 
the interstate commerce commission to- 
day against the general increase in 
freight rates proposed by the railroads. 
The territory involved lies east of Pitts- 
burg and north of the Potomac river. 
Railroad officials gave their reasons for 
the increase at previous hearirfgs, and 
now the shippers and consumers have 
their inning. 

“We submit,” said Mr. Brandeis, “that 
even if the railroads do need additional 
income, no evidence has been adduce 
that the particular increases in rates pro- 
posed are just or reasonable. Changes 
- jaffecting 4000 different articles are pro- 
posed without evidence whether the 
existing rates are or are not amply com- 
pensatory. 

““Even if the ey need additional 
net income, it should be secured by 
greater efficiency and economy of. opera- 
tion instead of resorting to the. danger- 
ous expedient of raising freight rates. 

“To the declaration of despair made by 
thé railroad presidents, involving a 
vicious cirele of ever increasing freight 
rates, an ever increasing cost of living, 
we offer the gospel of hope.” 

As “An alternative to the-prictise of 
combiping to-raise ratés and hence to 

}prices, Mr. Brandeis recom- 
mended # ¢onstructive policy of expert 
management. it~ would result in econo- 
mies, he said, that would compensate 
for all receht or expected increases in 
wages and other expenses. Such manage- 
ment differs from that now generally 
praxttised by the railroads, much as 
production of machinery differs from pro- 
duction by the hand. 

Mr. Brandeis argued at length that the 
railroads present an especially tavorable | 
opportunity for the application of expért 
management and said he would furnish 


some direct evidence on the proposition | 
in the field of railroading itself. He 
urged the commission if unconvinced to 
conduct an investigation with its own 
superior methods of getting information. 

“Need for a national source of revenue 
through increased freight rates,” Brandeis 
said, “as claimed by the railroad officials, 
has not been shown to exist. Where 
such actual need may appear, it has re- 
sulted not from the fact that present 
rates are too low, but from the fact that 
the management has through reckless 
expansion or other waste, through finan- 
cial inefliciency, impaired the financial 
condition of the company and that the 
burden so arising should be borne by 
the stockholders through reduction of 
dividends and not by shippers and con- 
sumers through increase in freight rates.”

GUATEMALA ROADS 
TIME™TABLE SHOWS 
PAFAT ENTERPRISE 


Those who babble of “revolution- 
racked Central America” and demand 
“intervention in the interests of law and 
order” would do well to examine a 
certain bright-covered little pamphiet, 
which they may pitk up on any one 
of the racks deyoted to travel documents 
in hotel lobbies, says the New York 
Evening Post. It is the official time- 
table of the Guatemala Central railroad, 
“Central America’s greatest railway sys- 
tem,” which, with the Guatemala rail- 
way, comprises an inter-oceanic line 270 
miles in length, joining Puerto Barrios 
on the Atlantic coast with San Jose on 
the Pacific. 

Not a bad record for a country with a 
Rear: pt less than 1,800,000 jnhabi- 
tants, two-thirds of them Indians or 
half-breeds, with thousands of miles of 
its area of 50,000 miles virgin forest or 
wilderness, and commonly supposed to 
be a prey to insurrections and dictators. 

According to the time-table, the train 
is 
reasonably modern. There are a number 
of trains to select from, and, in view of 
the mountainous nature of the country, 
they seem to make pretty good time. 
One can travel on the main line, from 
at an elevation of 4877 
to Champerico, 146 miles distant, 
and only 20 feet above sea level well 
12 hours. 

When it comes to suburban service, 
the Guatemala Central apparently is 
equally efficient. On the Guarda Viejo 
branch, there are eight trains daily in 
each direction. Other branches are 
planned and surveyed, including spurs 
from Zacapa to the frontier of Salvador, 
and from Retalhuleu to Coatepeque and 
thence to Ayutla, on the Mexican border, 
which will mark the completion of the 
Guatemalan link of the chain of the 
great Intercontinental railroad. 

As an evidence of enterprise and ap- 
preciation of publicity, it would be dif- 
ficult to surpass this time-table. In- 
deed, the actual time-table takes up 
but a small part of its contents. A 
large and comprehensive map of the 
country fills one entire side of the 
folder, and on the other—interlarded 
with pictures of the imposing National 
theater at Guatemala City, the massive 
cadet school and barracks, the presiden- 
tial palace, and various monuments—are 
a number of paragraphs compressing into 
small space a resume of the country’s 
economic and political features.

His father was a retired lieutenant- 
colonel. His mother was the Princess 
Marya Nikolayevna Volskonskala, the 
only daughter of Prince Nikolai Sergeye- 
vitch Volkonsky. 

Count Lyoff ntered Kazan university 
and studied oriental languages and law, 
but left suddenly without graduating 
and returned to his birthplace.

GRATIFYING PROGRESS 
UN PANAMA CANAL {0 
GloT OF THE REPORT 


WASHINGTON —Gratifying. progress 
in all departments of the work on the 
Panama canal is the substance of the an- 
nual report of the isthmian canal com. 
mission. 

The report is made to Secretary of 
War Dickinson by Col. George Goethals, 
chairman of the commission and chief 
engineer in charge of the work on the 


’ 


canal. 
The chief engineer 
breaks and floods hindering the work to 


@ certain extent. He mentions four slides, 
which required the removal of more than 
1,000,000 cubic yards of material. “It 
was expected,” he says, “that slides 
would occur and in the estimates provi- 
sion was made for them, but it now ap- 
pears from cracks that show in the upper 
surface adjacent to the faces of the rut 
that sufficient allowance had not been 
made and the estimates were corrected 
to meet the new conditions.” 

Three bad breaks, he reported, occurred 
during the year, one at the town of 
Culebra covering an area of more than 
10 acres and requiring a removal of 
more than 1,500,000 cubic yards of dirt 
and stone. The second largest break 
covered ‘an area of more than 300,000 
cubic vards, while the third break ag- 
gregated about 40,000 cubie yards. 

“The floods seriously interfered with 
the progress of the work,” save Colonel 
Goethals, referring in particular to that 
of the central division and the Culebra 
cut, “and the one of Dec. 29 overflowed 
the dike separating the cut from the 
Chagres river, cutting a channel through 
it about 200 feet long and 2] feet deep.” 

The total amount of material removed 
from slides and breaks in the central di- 
vision of the canal during the year was 
more than 2,500,000 cubic yards, or about 
15 per cent of the amount removed during 
the year from the Culebra cut, the prin- 
cipal part of the central division.

BRIDGE COMMISSION 
PLAN 1S INDORSED 
BY FINANCE BOARD 


Mayor Fitzgerald’s plan of legislative 
action for bridge cost apportionment re- 
ceives endorsement from the finance com- 


| mission today. 


The commission recommends that the 
mayor go to the next Legislature and 
ask for the appointment of a bridge com- 
mission. The recommendations are as 
follows: 

“1. That the mayor petition for leg- 
islation authorizing the supreme judicial 
court, or the superior court, to appoint | 


commissioners to apportion among the | 


cities and towns which receive special 
benefits from the bridges hereinafter 
named, in proportion to such benefits, the 
cost of reconstruction, repairs and main- 
tenance; and also to assess upon any 


istreet railway having a loeation upon 


any of said bridges an equitable share of | 
the cost of reconstruction and repairs. 

“{a) The Meridian street bridge, be- 
tween East Boston and Chelsea. 

“(by The Chelsea bridge, 
Charlestown and Chelsea.

TARIFF JSGUE AGAIN: 
IN 1912 ACCORDING 
TOMA, TAFT'S VIEW 


WASHINGTON—Ii is well nigh im- 
possible, ard has been impossible for a 
generation, for either of the great politi- 
cal parties in this country to revise the 
tariff without being retired from control 
of the government jn whole or in part. 

Four times in 28 years the tariff hus 
been revised, both parties having a hand 
at it, and three of those times proved 
the downfall of the party responsible for 
it. The Republicans lost the House af- 
ter enacting the tariff commission law of 
1882, and after the enactment of the 
McKinley tariff law of 1890. The Demo- 


crats lost contro] of the House through 
the Wilson-Gorman tariff law of 1894, 


which President:Cleveland permitted to 
go into effect without his signature. 


The Payne tariff law of 1909, Youpled 
with the high cost of living, is believed 
by the experts to have been the leading 
cause for Republican defeat of this year. 
There were issues in many of the states 
which seemed to be of more importance 
and interest in those states and which 
of course contributed their share to the 
final result, but the tariff issue was nof 
sectional nor local; it was in evidence in 
all the states and it was talked about 
by all the campaign orators. 

The country would not consider the 
allegation that the Payne law was an 
improvement over the old Dingley law 
which it succeeded, and focused attention 
on the reactionaray attitude assumed 
by the majority in Congress responsible 
for the law, holding this attitude re- 
sponsible for failure to accord the coun- 
try a more liberal and more just mea- 
sure of reduction. 

The belief of the President and his 
advisers that the country, by its 
verdict, has not turned permanently to 
the Democratic party for tariff relief. 
That party favors tariff for revenue and 
any revision expressing its prevailing 
theories would re@at the Wilson-Gorman 
tariff law. The verdict of the election was 
taken here to mean that the country has 
served notice on the Republican party not 
again to make the mistakes in tariff leg- 
islation which it made in 1909. 

By the time the 1912 campaign comes to 
hand the administration of Mr. Taft hopes 
to have worked out its theory of revision 
of a schedule at a time, on information 
regarding the cost here and abroad, and

“POMPIN PYE” 
OF THE PILGRIMS 


HE pumpkin pie of today differs from | 


the “pompin pye” the Pilgrim moth- 
ers used to make. The following is the 
recipe they followed: 

“Take about halfe’ pound of pumpin 
and slice it, a handful of thyme, a lit- 
tle rosemary, parsley, sweet marjoram 
slipped off the stalks; chop them small; 
then take cinnamon, nutmeg, pepper and 
six cloves and beat them; take ten 
eggs and beat them; then mix and 
beat them all together and put as much 
sugar as you think fit; then fry them 
to a froiz; after it is fried let it stand 
till jt be cold; then fil your pye; take

~ WOW PREVAILS ON 
OTOGK EXCHANGED 


Easier Money Rates at Home 
and Abroad a Leading Fac- 
tor in Situation, Although 
Trading Is Not Yet Heavy 


PRICES ARE FIRMER 


While professional operations are still 
most largely in evidence in Wall street 
there is indication of more confidence 
prevailing. A bull market of large pro- 
portions is not anticipated, but traders 
on the jong side contend that funda- 
mental canditions make for greater ac- 
tivity and a broader market. The money 
Situation is easing up and no stringency 
is expected, for the remainder of the 

ear. A reduction in the Bank of Eng- 
vor minimum discount rate is likely to 
be made in the not distant future owing 
to easier money conditions abroad. 

Reflecting these conditions the New 
York market, after an irregular opening 
showed some firmness and advances were 
made throughout the list during the first 
half hour. The Steel issues were in good 
demand, both the common and preferred 
moving upward soon after the market 
opened. 

Price changes on the local 
were small but the tendency 
follow New York’s lead. 

Busine-s became extremely quiet dur- 
Sng the session. Prices made little prog- 
ress upward but resisted any pressure 
well. Fluctuations of the leading issues 
were within a range of a point. Here 
and there a few specialties attracted 
notice by advancing but the market re- 
mained narrow during the first half of 
the session. 

A demand for General Electric on both 
the New York and Boston markets sent 
the price up over 2 points. It opened % 
higher in New York at 154% and rose 
to 156Y. before midday. Illinois Central 
opened up 1% at 134% and rose to 135. 

Chespeake & Ohio was off % at the 
opening at 84% but soon regained the 
Joss and made a good fractional advance. 
Canadian Pacific was off 14% at the open- 
ing at 194% and recovered a part of the 
loss. 

Weakness in Boston & Maine was a 
feature of the local market. The un- 
favorable quarterly showing of the com- 
pany had something to do with the de- 
cline in the stock. It opened off 2 points 
at 125 and dropped 34% more during the 
first half of the session. Price move- 
ments for the rest of the list were small 
and the market continued steady. 

Aside from erratic price movements 
In some of the specialties the New York 
market remained in a stagnant condition 
during the afternoon. Sears Roebuck 
Opened up 4 points at 180% and lost 
about 1% of this soon afterward. The 
St. Louis & San Francisco issues were 
active and higher. 

A further decline to 121 of Boston & 
Maine followed by a partial recovery 
was a feature of the local market dur- 
ing the afternoon. American Telephone 
& Telegraph was stronger on both mar- 


kets. 


LONDON—The securities markets had 
R&R spotty »ppearance late in the day and 
American railway shares appeared to 
falter. Dealings in the group were nar- 
row and the movement reflected hesi- 
tancy. Canadian Pacific was sympathet- 
_ feally influenced. On the other hand do- 
mestic issues finished firm at highest 
quotations and mines and oil shares un- 
der professional operations retained a 
goal tone. De Beers unchanged at 17 
21-16.

ADVANCEMENT NOW 


Large Quantities of .Fresh 
and Dried Fruits Are Be- 
ing Shipped to Eastern and 
Foreign Markets. 


THE STATE BANKS 


The financial letter of the American 
National Bank of San Francisco under 
date of Oct. 25 says: | 

“Marketings of California . products 
have been in active progress for some 
weeks, large. quantities of dried fruits 
fresh fruits and grain having gone for- 
ward to eastern and foreign points. The 


September was $6,376,013, compared with 
$6,040,912 in September, 1908. Complete 
record of rail shipments are not available 
but it is known that ‘fresh fruits for- 
warded from various points in central 
California during the season aggregated 
a little more than 12,000,000 cars—about 
the same as last year. . . . The promise 


state has never been better. Some esti- 
mates place the probable output as high 
as 55,000 carloads—mainly of oranges.”

“A financial statement. issued by the 
treasurer of San Francisco on Oct. 1,” 
continues the letter, “shows a bonded 
indebtedness of $16,314,500; the total 
cash in the treasury on that date being 
$7,343,510. City property, including all 
municipal buildings, is valued at $34,- 
433,890, and the total assessment roll for 
municipal purposes is. $515,027,164. Mani- 
festly the city is in excellent financial 
condition and this fact was emphasized 
by the ease with which an additional 
bond offering of $1,144,000 was sold at 
a substantial premium during the month. 

“A recent development of some impor- 
tance is a broader inquiry and demand 
for high-grade securities, noticeable in 
California and elsewhere. It is recognized 
that bonds of the better class have been 
selling at prices below their normal value 
and an upward movement is already in 
evidence. 

“The general status of trade in the 
United States is only fairly satisfactory, 
but there is increasing confidence in the 
soundness of business conditions. While 
livelier times have been predicted vari- 
ously, as following the harvest, or the 
elections, no signs of a boom have yet 
appeared, and indeed, it is doubtful if 
such an event could be looked upon as 
desirable in the present circumstances. 

. May not the dulness in the retail 
trade, so often complained of, be regarded 
as a favorable symptom indicating that 
people are growing more prudent and 
careful in their expenditures ? 

“The local situation in San Francisco 
presents no features of unusual interest. 
Funds for commercial! purposes are fairly 
abyndant, though little surplus remains 
above what is necessary for the require- 
ments of bank patrons. Money from the 
interior banks is flowing to the city, as 
returms are received from crop shipments 
and advances for the same purpose are 
being repaid.

CANADIANS in general may not be over- 
enthusiastic over prospects of a more reci- 
procal tariff agreement with the United 
States, but there is no such intimation in the 
speech from the throne, delivered by Ear! 
Grey at the opening of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment recently. It expressed strong confi- 
dence in a satisfactory outcome of the nego- 
tiations with the United States commission- 
ers, and voiced encouragement derived from 
the full and free discussion of tariff matters as jointly affecting the 
two countries. Especially did the speaker emphasize what already 
was dawning upon people south of the border line—the fact that 
Canada, which was comparatively poor when first overtures for 
reciprocity were forthcoming from her, since has grown indepen- 
dently prosperous, and sees no pressing need of change. Earl Grey 
did not explain it in just that way, but one may read between the 
lines in the following assertion : 


The desirability of more equitable tariff arrangements between the United 
States and Canada has long been felt on this side of the border. The commercial! 
policy of the republic has not hitherto favored imports from Canada. We 
have bought largely from the United States, but they have bought less from 
us in return. It is gratifying to find that a more liberal policy is now favored 
by the neighboring country and that the government at Washington expresses 
a desire to establish better trade relations with the Dominion. 


Canadian 
Viewpoint 


This does not sound like mincing of matters in an attempt to 
steer between the respective opinions of Canadian agriculturists and 
manufacturers. Rather is Earl Grey’s summary an unvarnished 
statement of fact, to which the people of both countries may turn 
for information. Americans, undoubtedly, have sought to gain every 
advantage so far as tariff arrangements are concerned, and given 
little attention to even the legitimate claims of Canadian manufac- 
turers. An arrangement that will make for a fair distribution of 
trade privileges is a desirable prospect. 

Ideal reciprocity, from all indications, is remote, or the neces- 
sary exactitude is too much to expect of tariff-makers, however 
expert and unprejudiced they may be. [Free trade would not be 
consented to willingly by the United States, Canada or Great Britain. 
But the Ottawa conferences evidently stirred Canada’s somnolent 
idea to the point where she is ready to hope, as Earl Grey said, 
that “‘at an early day, without any sacrifice of Canada’s interests, 
arrangements may be made which will admit many of the products 
of the Dominion into the United States on satisfactory terms.”’ 

Therein, apparently, is Canada’s special reason for listening 
kindly again to the dulcet note of near-reciprocity. In any further 
negotiations the United States must remember that it is the nation 
which now really seeks the concessions necessary to equitable tariff 
relations.

partially to justify his “referendum,” without special regard to ethics, 
for the club’s unpopular action is looked upon at Washington as a 
menace to protection. It is not just to claim that a vote of forty 
to eight properly represents nearly 1000 members. While some may 
argue that the others had their opportunity to attend the recent 
annual meeting and vote, that does not make the verdict any more 
representative. In order to see this point, it should be noted that 
only about one twenty-fifth of the total membership went on record 
as refusing to commend the President and favor his tariff program. 
Why should not the country be told what the absentees think? 

Regardless of Speaker Walker’s motives for offering the reso- 
lution—and there is no reason to suppose that personal ambition 
alone governed him—he gave this long influential association of 
New England business men the opportunity to take a stand more 
in line with public sentiment than the “stand-pat” policy of the 
past. His resolution is: 

Resolved, That the Home Market Club stands with President Taft in the 
action which he has taken for a responsible and impartial investigation of tariff 
rates, and agrees with him that if the rates under the existing tariff law be 
found, upon such investigation, to be wrong in any particular, such rates should 
be changed, without another general revision of the tariff. 

There is not a line in the preamble or the resolution itself, 
apparently, that would have made the club repudiate its time- 
honored doctrine. But the club saw fit to vote down this resolution 
and adopt another one, offered by Lew C. Hill of Boston, the climax 
of which reads: 

Resolved, That we believe the best interests of the country demand that 
until inquiries of the (tariff) board are completed and matured recommendations 
are presented for the consideration of the President, Congress and the country, 
all talk or thought of further revision of the tariff should be held in strict 


abeyance, so that the tariff law recently enacted may have a fair and thorough 
trial undisturbed by political agitation.

Does it seem remarkable, after comparing the resolution adopted 
with the one offered by Speaker Walker, that Republicans all over 
‘the country are amazed and chagrined? Men everywhere, of every 
party, earnestly desire that the tariff be removed from the domain 
of politics and be treated as a purely economic question. New 
England's s textile industries may neéd protection, but by openly favor- 
ing the “hands-off” tariff policy the Home Market Club, seemingly, 
takes a position outside the pale. Progressive Republicans and 
Democrats who will share the power in the next Congress favor 
the Taft tariff program. Moreover, the club's action stirs renewed 
inquiries as to why importation of textiles is absolutely prohibited 


by the heavy tariff charges, while New England mills often declare 
dividends ranging above ‘12 per cent, and still demand the same 
high degree of protection. These questions will be harder than ever 
to answer. 

More than 900 members of the Home Market Club doubtless 
will think seriously whether they wish to assume collective respon- 
sibility for what forty other members have done. In this case a 
“majority report” from them might*well take the form of individual 
answers to Mr. Walker’s circular letter. It is useless to question 
the propriety of Mr. Walker’s action. That will not alter the 
position in which the club is placed. Neither personal resentment 
nor narrowness of view in regard to the tariff is consistent with 
the progresseveness that is sweeping the land.

advertised for bids for the- construction of | 
subways to cost in the neighborhood of — 
$125,000,000. The bids for private construction did not prove 
attractive, but in the matter of the city paying for the work a number 
of contractors gave their estimates. There the matter rests. The 
board of estimate and_apportionment will have to pass on the bids 
shortly, but in the meantime there have been expressions in various 
authoritative quarters to the effect that the present bids are not 
acceptable. 

As a matter of fact, the members of the board of. estimate 
are not in accord regarding new subways. Mayor Gaynor, with 
his usual care before coming to a decision, said in the address pre- 
pared by him, and delivered by Secretary Sereno 5S. Pratt of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce at the annual banquet’ of the 
chamber, that the people should inform themselves more. fully with 
the details before clamoring for something they knew little about. 
He said in part: 

They seem to be as entirely ignorant of all the facts as 
newspapers Which are instigating them.

Mayor Gaynor literally got down on the floor and pored over 
the maps, and the same privilege is afforded all who are anxious 
to get at the details of routes and expenditures. The public service 
commission, at a great expense; has had charts prepared covering 
every particular. There is no reason to find fault withthe prepara- 
tory work of the commission. 

It is natural that in a territory like New York, with it five 
boroughs, of Manhattan, Bronx, Brooklyn, Queens and Richmond and 
4,000,000 people to serve, the subway situation is complex. It is 
also reasonable to suppose that each section desires improved rapid 
transit facilities. But all cannot have additions now. And _it.is 
because the authorities. have exercised care in determining what 
parts of the city shall be served first that criticism has run loose. 


The situation with regard to the Interborough Rapid Transit 


Company is that as operator of the present subways the corftpany 
asks permission to extend its lines. The tri- -borough system, how- 
ever, 
service commission, is to enter the same territory where the Inter- 
borough extensions would be. Naturally, President Shonts is not 
anxious to have competition for the greater length of the present 
subways, which would be the case should the Broadway-Lexington 
route be built. And for this reason he has made a number of 
offers that the commission has seen best to decline. Whether there 
is room for parallel lines cannot be answered now, but the recent 
offer of William A. McAdoo, president of the Manhattan Railroad 
Company, to operate the tri-borough system should the city build 
it, led to the supposition that there 1s trafhe enough for two com- 
peting companies. 

Presuming that the city will spend $50,000,000, Mr. McAdoo 
intimates that his company, which operates under the Hudson river 


and up Fourth avenue to Thirty-second street, has ready another - 


$50,000,000, and as much more money as will be required for the 
purpose of completing the project. The offer of the Manhattan 
Railroad Company has led Chairman Willcox to remark that it 
is evident that the tri-borough system ts, after all, a business proposi- 
tion. It remains to be seen how the board of estimate views this. 
With sentiment divided in the board few can guess what will be 
the outcome. |

Tue Democratic party, in the national con- 
vention of 1908, put itself on record in 
favor.of independence, for the Philippines 
“as soon as a stable government can be 
established,” such independence to be guaran- 
teed by the United States as it guaran- 
teed the independence of Cuba, “until the 
neutralization of the islands can be secured 
by treaty with other powers.” The Denver 
platform held, however, that “in recognizing 
the independence of the Philippines our government should retain 
such land as may be necessary for coaling stations and naval bases.” 

These declarations were made two years ago last summer, but 
in the meantime the Democratic party has not been in a position 
to give the mforce. The political situatiom is now changing. ‘The 
Democrats will control the next House. If everything goes well 
—that is to say, if the present drift of opinion shall continue—it 
cannot be long before the Senate will be under its control. Then 
the Democratic party will be looked to not only by a very large 
element at home, but by a very large element abroad, to make its 
declarations good. 

The fact that Japan is looking for the fulfilment of Democratic 
pledges with relation to the Philippines*must be kept well in mind, 
for this 1s one of the most important phases of the whole matter. 
It may be accepted as indisputable that Japan is seeking no quarrel 
with the United States, but that, on the contrary, it is very anxious 
to avoid one. It is equally indisputable that the United States is 
desirous of maintaining friendly relations with Japan. Yet it is 
clear that the United States, in_ holding the Philippines, should 
guard against exciting in the Orient any resentment that may be 
a source of anxiety to the peaceably-disposed people of the two 
nations. 

The United States does not need the Philippines, and, as a 
matter of fact, the great majotity of the American ‘pedple would 
feel ‘relieved of a burdensome obligation if the islands were estab- 
lished in business for‘themselves. All of the conditions are now

every hand. Now Pennsylvania has out- | 
distanced other states by requiring that pub- || 
licity be given the trusteeships held by all 
trust companies, and a campaign for a law making the same require- 
inent is being conducted in New York. Sponsors of the movement 
logically regard it as a step in the right direction. 

The growing proportions of trust companies activities in New 
York gave rise to the demand for a more accurate check upon the 
enormous funds they handle. The bond list of the New York 
stock exchange as of recent date showed $9,343,170,900 of corporate 
mortgages in the keeping of New York trust companies, while 

* recently gathered statistics give $25,000,000,000, in addition to 
$5,000,000,000 banking capital, as the amount protected by the trust 
companies of the United States as trustees or administrators. The 
importance of proper supervision of these companies also is apparent 
from the wide range and intricacy of their work. 

Publicity is a great present- day agency for good. While this 
movement in New York state undoubtedly is encountering opposi- 
tion, the conservative trust companies will lend it their support. 
There is a possibility that the plan might be carried too tar by 
enthusiasts, and the requirements be made exacting enough to inter- 
fere with business; but the underlying intention is to enlarge the 
general sense of responsibility. No reasonable objection wil be 
offered to a plan with such a purpose, for it is calculated to result 
in equal benefit to the reliable trust companies and their chentele.
